was identified as Airs. Ethel De- 
levy- formerly of Boston, an Amer- 
ican, citizen _employed in, the con- 
sulate mail room. Consulate of- 
ficials said she had suffered ''only 
a scratch."

Most of the thousands of people 
burned to death each year do not 
die under

or a hotel file, although these 
aie the events which receive the 
most publicity.

homes—and most of them are 
children. 


This tragic and needless death 


of children continues 
unrelent- 


lessly. Too many parents leave 
young children at home "just for 
a few minutes" or longer, only 
to return and find they no longer 
have any children. Leaving young 
children home alone is absolute 
criminal negligence, and the fact 
that many people get by without 
a major catastrophe 
does 
not 


make it any* less so. 


Children 
are 
fascinated 
by 


fires, just 
as most 
adults are. 


Usually their interest begins on a 
small 
scale, 
specifically, with 


matches 
In all too many cases 


it ends there, with a child burned 
to death 
It is not enough to 


say "no" to a child repeatedly in 
regard to matches 
They must 


be kept absolutely out the^ jeach 
of children until they are old 
enough to understand the danger 
inheicnt 
in 
their 
use (One 


might add that it is a little diffi- 
cult to determine just what this 
age is when one tries to account 
for the adult deaths that occur 
annually from smokers making 
human funeral pryes out of them- 
selves.)

Despite the pratical problem that

«hould be set on to ihe table far 
enough that toddleis can not pos- 
sibly i each them. 
Nor should 


hanging table cloths give an op- 
portunity for the child to pull 
everything- on the table, including 
a pot of boiling coffee, off onto 
himself. 


Children 
who 
survive burns 


often 
have 
tremendous scars, 


some of which form a mass ot 
tissue known as a keloid. Others 
have contractures, in which case 
the thick scar may pull the head 
or neck down onto the chest, or 
greatly limit the motion of an 
arm or leg. Such children can 
often be relieved by plastic sur- 
gery.

treatment can be arranged (with- 
out cost to the family)^ for any 
child needing 
it,

However, let it never 


be forgotten that a serious burn 
is a dreadful experience for any 
child, or adult.

"Our band tas been in nine na- 


tional contests and won a first di- 
vision award every time," he said.

forts guarding the waterway and 
after long delays land troops es- 
tablished a footing on the western 
side of the Gallipoli peninsula in 
an attempt to reduce the fortifica- 
tions from the rear. But the Turks 
brought to fighting efficiency bj 
German officers and led by Mus- 
tapha Kemal Pasha, who after- 
wards became Kama! Ataturk 
fiist president of the Turkish re- 
public, had given plenty of time 
to organized resistance.

revolution. So the Third Interna- 
.ional, or Comintern, was created. 
Its business was to pick the soft 
spots for revolution and engineer 
:he upheavals. 


The Comintern quickly got into 


action with its terrible and bloody 
program. There was the awful up- 
heavel headed by Bela Kun in 
Hungary in 1919 — a plot which 
failed of its objective. There were 
other strong-arm movements, but 
in most countries the initial effort 
was "in the form of intensive prop- 
aganda, calculated not only to 
win supporters

Bolshevism even dared to in- 


vade great democracies like those 
of America and England, and huge 
amounts of Russian money, badly 
needed at home, were lavished on 
the-world revolution. Even crown 
jewels of the massacred

family were sold to secure funds 
to support the schemes of the 
Comintern. The Reds got so bold 
and troublesome that the United 
States withheld recognition of the 
Soviet Union until 1933 when 
Roosevelt accorded it upon Red 
pledges to behave. There was a 
long period when Britain refused 
to deal with the Bolshevists. 


The efforts at actual revolution 


were reduced to 'a minimum in 
1925 
after Stalin came to power. 


As I have explained in other ar- 
ticles, Trqtsky wanted to go ahead 
with world i evolution full tilt but 
Stalin decided to shelve it until 
Russia had become strong indus- 
trially 
and militarily, 
when it 


could be resumed. That program 
was carried out. 


The 
Comintern 
quietly sub- 


merged itself, while Soviet diplo- 
mats spread ,the,joyful gospel of 
peace to anesthetize the intended 
victims of Bolshevism. However, 
the Comintern was far from dead 
alth'ough Moscow threw the world 
a sop in '43 by announcing the dis- 
bandment of that body. 


The Third International bided 


its time. That time has come, and, 
we see the general staff for* world 
revolution in full swing once more.

The camp was 33 miles 
by land and about 15 miles by the 
water route, but the latter neces- 
sitated portages and crossing sev- 
eral lakes. We finally decided on 
the water route which was the 
shortest 


Succeed In Making Raft 


"We decided to remove the wing 


pontoons and build a raft, then 
paddle the 15 miles to the fish- 
ing camp. Going into the woods, 
,ve selected logs and broke them 
off to the proper length, using 
z-ocks with which to fell the trees. 
We lashed the logs and pontoons 
together with the antennae wire 
from the plane. 


"Huitz and myself took the 7-aft 


on the water for the experimental 
test and when we were about 25 
feet from shore, the raft collapsed. 
I was tin-own into the water, but 
clambered to shore and helped pull 
the raft back. 


"Neiswander and Huitz then de- 


cided to try the land route, while 
L/utz and myself were to recon- 
struct the raft and again try the 
water route.

When 
we set the plane down on the lake 
we possessed between us. one stick 
of gum, 23 cigarettes and a pocket 
knife. We found an old fish hook 
n the plane and a tarnished spoon, 
which we fashioned into fishing 
equipment and managed to catch 
a small Great Northern ptke. We 
had Uttle success in trying to cook 
the fish over an open fire with no 
utensils, but ate most of it You 
mav have heard that most any- 
thing tastes good after being four 
days without food, but that was 
not our experience in trying to eat 
that fish. 
There was no vegeta- 


tion on which -to subsist, but we 
did not suffer a great deal as we 
kept our matches dry and built a 
fire at night to dry out our clothes 
and keep warm. 


"When we did not return to our 


base camp, the two Tndian guides 
decided that we had met with an 
accident, and taking a four-man 
rubber boat which we had taken 
with us. attached the outboard 
motor and they arrived at the 
fishing camp an hour after Lute 
and myself had arrived."

back price controls. (That doesn't 
mean congress will do it just be- 
cause CIO might want it done).

For example: 


: Last week the toard settled a 
bigger fight between two CIO 
unions and thus avoided the bitter- 
ness aji.d maybe damage to the 
CIO which might have come if 
the delegates to the convention 
took up the fight on the floor this 
week. 


This isn't all the executive hoard 


does. It sets up committees to 
whip into shape the problems the 
board members think the CIO con- 
vention delegates should vote on. 


It isn't hard to understand how 


this is done: , 


Since the board is made up of 


officers 
from CIO's 41 
unions. 


those officers are in a pretty good 
spot to get the delegates from 
their own unions to .go along with 
them when it comes time to vote 
on the floor for something the 
board has agred wpon.

Scientists Trace 
Rsh, Plant Life by 
Radioactive Atdms

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 13— 


(AP)—Dr. G. Evelyn Hutchison 
and Dr. Vaughan T. Bowen of 
Yale university^and the American 
Mueseum of Natural History, New- 
York City, have used radioactive 
atoms in a lake for:the first.time 
and found interesting information 
for fishermen and water com- 
missions.

They tested, a :small, lake for 


movement of the chemical eleriient 
phosphorus, which is a fertilizer 
for small water plants. For these, 
tests, radioactive phosphorus was 
obtained.from the atomic . ovens 
of Oak Ridge, Tenn.; 
' 
: 


Goes to Bottom 


A tiny amount, not enough to be 


visible in pure form without a 
microscope, or even to have had 
any effect on a man who might 
swallow it, was distributed .over 
the lake's surface once last year, 
and, once again this year. The 
radioactive atoms moved the same 
as the other phosphorus atom's and 
showed what was happening. 


Tiny plants in the warm upper 


layers of the lake absorbed phos- 
phorus, and7 then 
a 
few -. days 


dropped it' to the bottom. 
Some 


small animals feeding on the plants 
got the radioactive phosphorus, 
an.d in turn dropped it to the 
bottom- Ten days from the time 
the radioactive stuff was placed 
on the surface it was on the • hot- 
torn, though the presence of cold 
water on the bottom showed that 
the water was stagnant and had 
not been mixed since the spring. 


Continuous Supply 


This is evidence that lakes get 


phosphorus continuously from the 
earth along their shores- The tiny 
plants 
and- small animals that 


absorb the phosphorus as it comes 
in are in turn food for fish. 
In 


June the supply of fish' food is 
poor in many lakes. The radio- 
active 
phosphorus .suggests 
a 


reason. 
At that season plant 


along the shores are' growing 
rapidly. 
They need more phos- 


phorus for growth, and their up- 
take temporarily cuts down the 
supply available to seep into the 
water and make fish food. 


For water commissions, the ex- 


periment suggests a method to 
get rid of water plants that are 
troublesome 
in drinking water 


reservoirs. 
This is 
to keep tne 


<=oii oi the shores sealed off from 
the contact with the water. That 
should cut down the phosphorus 
seepage and starve troublesome 
plants.
